Feb. 18.-The United 
States Government is facing a serious 
crisis in China, owing to the announce- 
ment that of the purpose of Field Mar- 
shal Count von Walderaea to begin an- 
other offensive campaign, Gen. Chaffee 
has been invited to join in the expedition 
which is to bo mobilized on a larger 
scale than anything attempted in China 
since the original march to Peking.
